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STILL-LIFE EXHIBITION COMPLEMENTED BY VISITING LECTURERS, 
PERIOD MUSIC PERFORMANCES, AND WORKSHOPS 

CLEVELAND — Preeminent scholars and curators from around the country will present four 
lectures on the rich history of Dutch and Flemish still-life painting in the 16* and 17* centuries at 
the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) this fall and winter. A variety of Baroque music programs 
and a floral design demonstration will also celebrate the exhibition Still-Life Paintings from the 
Netherlands, 1550-1720, the first show in several decades to survey the genre’s lasting popular 
legacy (Oct. 3 1, 1999-Jan.9, 2000). Admission to the exhibition and to most events is free. 
Highlights include: 

Lectures: On Sunday, October 31, exhibition co-curator Alan Chong, Curator of 
Collections at the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum in Boston (and formerly of the CMA’s 
curatorial staff), will give a lecture on Wit and Humor in Dutch Still Life at 3:30 p.m. On Friday, 
November 5, Arthur Wheelock, Curator of Northern Baroque Paintings at the National Gallery of 
Art, Washington, D.C., will present From Botany to Bouquets: Flower Painting in Northern 
European Painting at 6:30 p.m. On Friday, November 12, Susan Kuretsky from the Department 
of Art History at Vassar College will give her lecture Witnessing the World: Dutch Still Life in 
Context at 6:30 p.m. On Friday, December 10 at 6:30 p.m., Marianne Berardi from the 
Department of Art History at John Carroll University will discuss one of the three women artists 
in this show in Better Than the Boys: The Flower Paintings of Rachel Buy sch (1664-1750). 

Music: On Sunday, November 28, Karel Paukert, the CMA’s Curator of Musical Arts, 
will present a harpsichord and organ concert featuring works by van Noordt, Sweelinck, Fiocco, 
and Loillet at 2:30 p.m. in Gartner Auditorium. On Friday, December 3, Apollo 's Fire will 
perform Dutch and Flemish chamber music at 7 p.m. in the Indoor Garden Court. On 
Wednesday, December 8, the Oberlin Collegium Musicum will present Music of the 
Lowlanders: Flemish Polyphony in the Sixteenth Century at 7:30 p.m. in the Indoor 
Garden Court. 
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Flower Arranging Demonstration: On Sunday, November 7 at 2 p.m.. 

The Womens Council of the CMA and the museum’s Education Department will present Still- 
Life ALIVE!, a flower lecture and demonstration, featuring the education staff and the talented 
flower designers from the Council’s Flower Fund. Their exquisite still-life arrangements will be 
inspired by works in the exhibition. The demonstration will be held in the Recital Hall and 
simulcast in the adjacent Lecture Hall. Early reservations are recommended; seating is limited.
